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A Boost for Output 


RODUCTION figures for the British motor industry during May were a record 
and are a cause for congratulation; they will serve, also, as a corrective for the 
critics who have averred that British design is no longer in contact with motor- 

ing taste. Nearly 50,000 cars in one month are the best answer to that, for they mean 
that public demand absorbed a car every 15 seconds of the working day, and that 
4,000 more were needed than in the previous peak month of November, 1950. More- 
over, nearly 31,000 of the cars went overseas, the first time for 12 months that the 
export figure has topped 30,000; of these, 5,685 went to Canada and 3,064 to the 
United States of America. Canada became the principal buyer of British cars for 
the month, and the results in both countries are a tribute to the motor industry's 
sales efforts in dollar markets 

The fact is that the economy of the country is in a healthier state than it has been 
for some years. For that, Mr. Butler, aided by extraneous circumstances (the terms 
of trade moved further in Britain’s favour during May), can take due credit. His 
first Budget indicated that the spending spree of the immediate post-war years w2s 
over, and his second rewarded the public’s acceptance of the fact. There are many 
who would like the move to impregnable solvency to be faster still, but neither they 
nor anyone else in his senses will fail to acknowledge the debt that the country owes 
to the Chancellor. 

The extra cars that the home market has received of recent months are now plainly 
affecting the constitution of the traffic. Everyone is thankful to note that the really 
decrepit wrecks of the immediate post-war years are fewer, though there are many 
pre-war cars still needing replacement; 1939 is now 14 years ago. However, the 
new blood is flowing in the traffic arteries, bringing renewed vitality in its train 


Human Limitations 


POINT of great significance brought out by the investigation of direction 

indicator systems needs separate treatment; the results of the investigation 

will be found on the following pages. Under all the conditions encountered 
there were fewer mistaken responses to the Trafficator system than to the flashing 
lights standard on American cars and several Continental ones. One reason for this 
was that the meaning of a flashing light took longer to grasp than that of the sema 
phore gesture, as was indicated by the fact that both young non-drivers and 
experienced drivers had the same difficulty in recognition 

Laboratory experiments have indicated that the lag is inherent owing to the funda- 
mental difference in principle between the two systems. The Trafficator uses an 
orange light combined with a gesture that 1s almost instinctive in human beings to 
convey directional sense—a unique manifestation. The flashing light, however, ts 
merely an alteration of the characteristic of a light used for several purposes—as 
width indicators in side lamps, illuminators in head lamps, and danger and braking 
signs at the rear. Its meaning must, therefore, be sorted out from associated other 
examples contained in the brain, and this is a lengthy process. Delay in the recogni 
tion of signals must, inevitably, increase road dangers, and it is difficult to see how 
the flashing indicator can ever be designed to overcome this inherent drawback 
Another point arises in such a context. It is far too readily assumed that the 

public intelligence is sufficient for the immediate grasp of any signal which is clear 
to its sponsors; they forget that their device is the logical outcome of a lengthy study 
of the circumstances, but that the observer has to travel the reverse road until he 
arrives, by deduction, at the signal’s motive—a very different process, especially in 
the few seconds permitted by traffic conditions. Optimistic assumption regarding 
intelligence is more and more evident in Government views on road safety, which is, 
road users are told, “ merely” a matter of tolerance, care, courtesy, and skill. There 
is a pathetic and misplaced belief here as to the distance humanity has travelled along 
the twin-track road of education and civilization

MERITS OF TRAFFICATORS AND 


Motorists have difficulty in making up their minds as to which system 
of signalling a turn is better, the semaphore arm associated with British 
cars or the winking indicators widely used in America and on the 
Continent. The Minister of Transport has decided that some forms 
of the winking indicator shall be given the same legality as applies to 
the semaphore. This decision was reached after consideration of the 
work described in this article, and of other factors. The article 
represents the eleventh in on intermittent series dealing with the 
application of scientific research to road usage and behaviour, which is 

one of the most encouraging projects of recent years. 


NE of the significant things since the war has been 
O the positive air with which the Minister of Transport 
has made new regulations concerning road usage, 
and this in spite of a great deal too much emotion and pre- 
judice in debates on the subject of road safety in both 
Houses of Parliament. Behind the Minister’s actions, how- 
ever, lies the knowledge gained by the Road Research 
Laboratory which, under the Director of Road Research, 
Dr. W. H. Glanville, is slowly establishing the facts govern- 
ing the road and the vehicle, and is thus in the position to 
give the Minister positive advice. The work described 
below was not, however, carried out by the Road Research 
Laboratory, although the Laboratory collaborated; the ex- 
periments were made by the Applied Psychology Research 
Unit (Cambridge) of the Medical Research Council.* Other 
collaborators were Joseph Lucas, Ltd., the Cambridge City 
police and the public. The work was carried out under the 
general direction of Professor Sir F. C. Bartlett and Dr. 
N. H. Mackworth. 

The object was to determine which was better in a variety 
of circumstances—the semaphore turn indicator, widely 
known by the trade name Trafficator, or the winking indi- 
cator as used in America, and on the Continent under the 
name of clignoteur. Such experiments, simple-sounding to 
the layman, need very careful planning if extraneous in- 
fluences are to be prevented from upsetting the results. 
As an instance of this (and of the fearsome language in 
which the original work is described!) may be quoted the 
following: “A central dynamic task was provided to con-

strain the initial fixation point of the subjects’ eyes.” In 
other words, the eyes of the observers had all to start from 
scratch, so the subjects were made to operate a hand 
wheel which kept a pointer fixed on a mark; the pointer 
was subject to a continuous off-setting influence. The 
different car signals were then energized at various distances 
and angles away from this initial point and at unexpected 
intervals. For observations with the direction indicators at a 
considerable distance an intermittent light was used as a focal 
point instead of the pointer and dial. 

The approach chosen was to identify the circumstances 
in which a reliable difference in efficiency appeared between 
the signalling systems. Their respective merits could then 
be considered, bearing in mind the frequency with which 
the circumstances would arise. There were three criteria 
of efficiency: Signals seen in a limited time of exposure; 
correct responses, and total response tume. 

The apparatus, the layout of which can be studied in 
Figs. 1 and 2, comprised five wooden “ mock-ups” provided 
with standard flashing and Trafficator turn indicators and 
stop lights Each of these “vehicles” could show ten 
different signals in daylight conditions. These were: 

1. White flashing lights on the right or left, representing 
an approaching American car. 

2. Red flashing lights as on 
turning left or right. 

3. Red flashing lights right or left appearing with a 
continuously burning red light, representing an American 
car turning and braking simultaneously. 

4. Trafficators left or right as on an approaching or 
receding British car. 

5. Trafficators left or right appearing with two con- 
tinuously burning stop lights as on a receding British car 
turning and braking. 

For use at night each vehicle was fitted with head or tail 
lamps, as required, the head lamps being in double-dip set- 
tings. These were arranged so as to simulate typical night 
road conditions. 

A great deal of forethought was given to the timing of the 
actual test and after some experiment a test period of 450 
seconds (7} minutes) was found to be suitable for a com-

plete cycle of 50 daytime signals, with an average interval 
of nine seconds; this interval varied between six and twelve 
seconds, however, in order to eliminate any possibility of 
the subject learning the procedure. At night the period 
covered only 28 signals, by utilizing longer intervals between 
signals. 

An undesirable feature of the flashing light system became 
quickly apparent (this was a standard U.S. commercial pro- 
duct). There was a time lag of 0.6 seconds between ener- 
gizing the circuit and the beginning of the first flash. The 
initial lags in Trafficators and stop lights were much less 
When dual signals were generated the stop light appeared 
0.6 seconds before the flashing indicator. 

There were 23 subjects used as observers; three were boys 
aged 14 to 16, two housewives (40 and 42), and two men 
(20 and 45). None of these seven had any previous driving 
experience. Seven men aged 25 to 45 had driving experi- 
ence ranging from seven to twenty-three years, and the 
remaining nine of the twenty-three were police drivers regu- 
larly employed as such, who had passed the rigorous tests 
imposed on such drivers. Their ages varied from 28 to 42 

Three conditions of visibility applied during tests. The 
first was bright sunlight during which the subjects’ eyes 
were not shielded; in these tests the signals were 36ft away, 
and 90ft or more. The second series, with signals 36ft to 
228ft away, took place in a dull, hazy atmosphere, or in 
bright sunlight with the subjects’ eyes shielded. The third 
series took place at night. Table 1 is an example of the 
type of results obtained and is for the near conditions of

Fig. 1, and in bright sunlight with the subjects’ eyes 
unshielded.

This set of results was used to determine the “ attention 
getting” value of the various signals, and for positions A, B 
ind C of Fig. 1 they were ranked in the following order : 


1. Trafficator plus brake 4. Red flasher. 
2. Flasher plus brake 5. Trafficator alone 
3. White flasher 
The ranking for positions D and E (the close positions of 
Fig. 1) showed a slight change: 
1. Trafficator plus brake 4 
2. Flasher plus brake. 5 
3. White flasher 
In moderate visibility only thirty-three signals were missed 
from a total of 700, so that all were seen much more readily 
in the absence of sunshine and the visibility differences 
between single turning signals became insignificant. The 
vehicles were t'-refore moved out to the far conditions 
show in Fig. 2 and a further set of observations was taken, 
the two being added for the final result. From this it emerged 
that only the Trafficator plus stop light was seen 100 per cent 
of the time (340 times out of 340 tests) in moderate visibility 
conditions. In these conditions, therefore, this combination 
signal was significantly better than any other. 
A very significant result emerges from the night tests, 
which are summarized in 
Tables 2 and 3 These 
substantiate the popular 
misgiving amongst drivers 
that the flashing indicator 
is over-powered by the 
proximity of a lit head 
lamp. In all the night tests 
the white flasher was seven 
inches away from dipped 
head lamps. As can be 
seen from the tables it was 
notably worse than the 
Trafficator in such condi 
tions, and it would seem 
that the substitution of 
clear glass lenses in more 
recent U.S. specifications 
was an endeavour to over 
come this drawback

Key: T=Trafficator, FW flashing white, 
terms, and their conclusion is that the combination of Tables 
2 and 3 shows that only the white flashing light was an 
ineffective signal at night. 

A further pronounced drawback of the flashing signals 
emerges from the response times measured with the 
vehicles in the far positions, and Table 4 shows the differ- 
ences in the response times between the two systems of 
signalling. The delay in responding to flashing indicators 
was from 0.12 to 1.2 seconds greater than in the responses 
to the equivalent Trafficator signal. Unfortunately, the 
greatest differences in response time occurred when the 
test vehicles were at their shortest distances from the ob- 
servers. The results on vehicles D and E, at 36ft, showed 
that the subjects’ reaction times were reduced by about 0.3 
seconds when the single signals were on the left instead of 
the right side. 

When a flashing red light indicating a right turn was com- 
bined with the red stop light, showing that the brakes had 
been applied as well, the responses were greatly delayed by 
comparison with the parallel signal performed by a Traffica- 
tor and brake light. The average difference in response 
times here was 1.1]1 seconds, and the research team stress 
the critical nature of this with the left-hand rule of the 
road. If another car were preparing to overtake the signal- 
ling car, they point out, the deldy in understanding the 
meaning of flashing signals might average 2.25 seconds 
when the cars were only 36ft apart. Yet during this delay 
a car travelling at 30 m.p.h. will cover 100ft.* 

As an estimate of the ease of comprehension of the two 
signalling systems, the incorrect responses were totalled and 
it became evident that under all conditions there were con- 
siderably fewer mistaken responses to the Trafficator than 
to the flashing indicators. 

We come now to the conclusions expressed by the scien- 
tists, and their recommendations. They evince some sur- 
prise that in the circumstances of the tests only the Traffica- 
tor plus stop light was seen in every one of 340 exposures 
made of each signal, in moderate conditions of visibility and 
suchlike. These results, they say, show that the daytime 
visibility of Trafficators should be improved, and the sug- 
gestion is made that stop and side lamps in British cars

should be wired in series or in parallel with the Trafficator 
If this were done, the signalling of the turn would be ac- 
companied by the switching on of stop and side lights on 
the turning side of the car. 

As it is usually necessary to slow down in order to turn, 
they do not feel that such a dual signal would be likely 
to cause confusion, and they quote an additional benefit in 
that the extra lights would help to eliminate blanking effects 
The importance of adequate contrasts between the bright- 
ness of opposing lights is stressed, and between a light and 
its background; also, as glare was found to be an important 
factor in determining the distance at which a signal attracted 
attention, it was felt that better eye shields (vizors) could be 
designed for many cars. 

The superiority of the Trafficator system in the response 
time experiments is described as critical because a light 
signal is more likely to be made than a hand signal in an 
emergency, and the criterion of effectiveness in a light signal 
is therefore stated to be reasonably measurable in terms of 
reaction time. A further conclusion that was reached was 
that indicators should be placed at about eye level, which 
gives some advantage to the present site of the Trafficator 
The initial lag of 0.6 seconds in the flashing indicator cir- 
cuit is roundly condemned as dangerous; it could be easily 
eliminated.

THe ELEMENTS OF 


IMPORTANT IGNITION 


HROUGHOUT the years statis- 

tics have shown that by far the 

greatest percentage of roadside 
breakdowns have been caused by 
ignition faults; for 1952 the figure was 
19.66 per cent of those motorists using 
the R.A.C.’s_ get-you-home service 
There are two reasons for this: even a 
minor maladjustment, or the failure of 
quite a small part, can result in total 
breakdown, whereas a similar small 
discrepancy in another part of the car’s 
mechanism might cause only the incon- 
venience of a correspondingly small 
reduction in the performance, and the 
average driver is apt to neglect the 
ignition system until necessity compels 
him to attend to it. 


Crucial 

Therefore, as it will have the last 
word about whether the car is 
thoroughly reliable or not, and an 
important bearing on fuel consump- 
tion, the ignition system should be kept 
in the peak of condition; truly is this a 
matter where a pennyworth of preven- 
tion is equal to a pound’s worth ol 
cure. There is nothing in the modern 
ignition system which should deter the 
motorist from taking a keen and prac- 
tical interest in it, and it is suggested 
that, as effective maintenance is such a 
simple matter once the elementals are 
understood, a study of the underlying 
principles might encourage a wider 
interest in this very interesting part of 
the car 

Briefly, the function of the ignition 
system is to convert the battery voltage 
6 or 12 volts) into a higher voltage 
which will cause an electric spark to 
jump across the plug gaps and thus 
ignite the combustible mixture of 
petrol and air in the cylinders. In 
fundamental terms, the coil and con- 
tact breaker provide’a transformer to 
produce the high-tension current; the 
distributor, as its name implies, is used 
to distribute the sparks, in their proper 
sequence, to the cylinders. 

It is not proposed to delve very 
deeply into electrical theories, but it is 
necessary to examine how the trans- 
formation of voltage is brought about.

duction coil, which consists of a large 
number of turns of very fine wire, 
known as the secondary coil, wound 
round an iron core; over this is another 
winding, known as the primary coil, 
which consists of a smaller number of 
turns of heavier wire. If a current at 
low voltage is passed through the 
primary coil and is_ interrupted 
periodically, at each interruption a 
current at higher voltage is induced in 
the secondary coil. The actual voltage 
induced depends upon the number of 
turns of wire in the primary and 
secondary windings, and in automobile 
applications it is usually between 
10,000 and 30,000 volts This high 
voltage, or pressure as it may be called 
will cause an electric discharge to occur 
across quite a sizable gap in the free 
atmosphere, and it

Make and Break 


It is the function of the conta 
breaker to control the flow of current 
through the primary coil, and also th 
periodic interruptions of this current 
In modern practice, the contact 
breaker is simply an automatic switch, 
operated by a rotating cam, and it is 
shown diagrammatically on nage 8, 
which also illustrates the link-up be- 
tween the battery and the coil, and 
between the coil and the contact 
breaker. The cam is driven from the 
engine at half engine speed. When it 


is realized that, at high engine speeds, 
the contact breaker must switch the 
primary current on and off several 
thousand times per minute, it will 
be appreciated that its task is extremely 
arduous; yet development over the 
years has made it a comparatively 
simple and reliable mechanism 
Referring once more to the diagram 
it will be seen that the positive side of 
the battery is connected to the chassis 
of the vehicle and is referred to as 
“earthed.” On some older cars 
it is the battery negative which is 
earthed, the positive being connected 
to the ignition switch It

“ high-tension wire” to the plug of the 
charged cylinder. The other diagram 
shows this, and it will be realized 
that the circuit is completed across the 
gap of the sparking plug points, through 
the body of the plug, and so to “ earth.” 
For the sake of manufacturing con- 
venience, the contact breaker is housed 
in the same unit as the distributor, and 
the whole is known nowadays merely 
as the distributor. The rotor arm of 
the distributor is carried by the end of 
the spindle of the cam which operates 
the contact breaker points, and is, of 
course, driven at half engine speed. 
Below the contact breaker base is the 
centrifugally operated automatic timing 
control. ‘This consists of two spring- 
locked bob weights which move out- 
wards as the speed of rotation increases 
and in so doing advance the cam with 
relation to the distributor shaft or 
spindle. The effect is to cause the 
spark to occur earlier at high engine 
speeds, a necessary adjustment for 
yptimum performance. 


The Reservoir 


An additional, and very necessary, 
adjunct to the system is the condenser, 
which is connected across the contact 
breaker, 2s shown. The condenser is 
rather a difficult component to describe 
concisely, but its functions may be 
better appreciated by the analogy of the 
buffers at a railway station; just as the 
buffers take the shock of the train 
coming to rest, and prevent further 
movement of the train by gently 
absorbing its momentum, so the con- 
denser gently absorbs the flow of cur- 
rent as the contact breaker points 
open and prevents it being discharged 
across them. Thus it performs the two 
important functions of, first, prevent- 
ing burning or “arcing” at the points, 
and secondly, ensuring that the inter- 
ruption of primary current is quite 
decisive, and does not “taper-off” 
pro rata to the tardy discharge just after 
the points have opened. The con- 
denser is made up from alternate inter- 
leaves of conducting and insulating 
material which endow it with its 


a 
CONDENSER 


capacity to absorb intermittent elec- 
trical charges. Its connections will be 
seen in the diagram. 

The sparking plug performs a com- 
paratively simple function, and for this 
reason is often neglected or misunder- 
stood. The fact that it performs its 
work under the most severe conditions 
imaginable should encourage more 
respect for it, for there is a great deal 
more to be learned about the simple 
plug than most motorists seem to 
realize. It must be so designed that 
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apart from across the points, and the 
mixture will not be fired. 

Successful maintenance of the 
ignition system is clearly a matter of 
a stitch in time, for by following this 
principle many faults will be prevented 
from having their full effect in the 
form of total breakdown. The wiring 
and insulation of the system are ob- 
viously of first importance, and should 
be carefully checked at regular inter- 
vals. A small chafe in the insulation 
of one of the primary connections can 
lead to a complete failure which might 
be incurable if it occurred at night. 
Similarly, a connection which has been 
allowed gradually to work loose may 
be extremely difficult to locate by the 
roadside. It is a good plan to check 
the system right through periodically, 
starting at the battery, and working 
along systematically to the sparking 
plug, checking the insulation and con- 
nections of each separate part of the 
circuit. In doing this work it should 
be remembered that every connection 
in the system is a potential source of 
resistance to the flow of current, and 
the cumulative effect of a few points 
of resistance can result in the primary 
valtage being reduced to such an ex- 
tent that the ignition system as a whole 
is very inefficient. First, the battery 
terminals can be affected by a coating 
or verdigris or oxidization. If so, the 
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From the secondary 
coil the high-tension 
circuit (high volt- 
age, high  resist- 
ance, small current) 
conveys the current 
to the distributor. 
There the rotor arm 
passes it to each of 
the plugs in turn 
through the con- 
tacts within the 
distributor head. 
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it will run at exactly the right tempera- 
ture; if it becomes too hot the points 
will become incandescent, and pre- 
ignition will result. If it runs too cold 
it will not burn off the deposited oil, 
and will quickly become fouled or 
oiled-up. It must have exactly the 
right gap across its points; if the gap 
is too wide the spark will be unable to 
jump across under certain conditions, 
and difficult starting and misfiring will 
result; if the gap is too narrow the 
spark will not be healthy enough, and 
the engine will run erratically, particu- 
larly at idling speeds. Its insulation 
must be of the highest order, for any 
discrepancies will encourage the spark 
to return to earth at some other place 


battery posts and insides of the lugs 
should be scraped clean and re- 
assembled with a coating of petroleum 
jelly. Next, the earth connection of 
the positive lead from the battery 
should be checked, for corrosion will 
adversely affect this point. With 
rubber-mounted engines it is of ex- 
treme importance that there should be 
an independent connection between 
the engine and the chassis, ie., the 
“earth” of the battery, and this should 
be achieved by a flexible carthing 
braid. 

Lubrication is required at certain 
points about every 3,000 miles. A 
smear of thin grease should be applied 
to the surface of the cam and also on

AWYER-ON-WHEELS writes: The 
important question whether a car 
is insured against third-party risks 

as required by the Road Traffic Acts 
when the driver of the car, being licensed 
to drive, is teaching an unlicensed person 
to drive on a public road, has recently 
been before the Divisional Court (Lang 
man v. Valentine, October 15, 1952 It 
was the usual story of a man teaching a 
woman to drive his car. She had not 
obtained the requisite provisional licence, 
and there was no L on the car. The 
owner’s insurance policy gave the pre- 
scribed third-party cover to the owner 
himself or to anyone driving with his per- 
mission if licensed to drive (which, of 
course, includes possessing an expired 
licence). The pair were prosecuted, she 
for using, he for permitting the use of, 
the car without there being the requisite 
insurance cover in force—contrary to 
S.35 of the Act of 1930 

The car, when stopped by the police, 
had been driven only 100 yards in first 
gear at 3-5 m.p.h. The woman was in 
the driving seat steering; the pedals were 
under her control. The owner, who was 
sitting beside her, had one hand on the 
steering wheel and the other on the hand

earth return circuit must be provided, 
and this is particularly important 
where the condenser mounting and the 
distributor shank fitting are concerred;

Coil breakdown is by no means a 
frequent occurrence, but a misfire 
which occurs on heavy load or at high 
speeds may be a sign of incipient 
failure. This fault may indicate either 
that the coil is not producing the neces- 
sary high voltage to jump the highly 
pressurized gap in the cylinder, or that 
it is “breaking down” to earth in- 
ternally. Condenser trouble is often 
apparent before actual failure occurs, 
as usually a yellowish deposit will be 
left around the points of the contact 
breaker following excessive arcing at 
the points. In either condenser or coil 
failure the only remedy is to replace 
the component, as no effective repairs 
are possible. With modern condensers 
trouble is very seldom experienced 

Trouble with the contact points may 
result from one of the riveted points 
coming loose, the point surface becom- 
ing too burned or eroded to transmit 
the current, or a large “ pip” prevent- 
ing the points from breaking properly 
The remedy is to trim the points up 
with a fine carborundum stone, or, if 
the surface is very bad, to replace 
them. Excessive wear of the cam 
bearing may upset the correct func 
tioning of the contact breaker, and this

should be checked on each lobe of the 
cam when checking the points gap.

It is most important that the contact 
gap specified by the manufacturers be 
maintained. If it is too low excessive 
wear of the contacts takes place; if it 
is too high misfiring may be caused 
at high speeds 

The distributor cap should be 
checked very carefully for any signs 
of tracking or arcing between the seg- 
ments, and the spring-loaded carbon 
brush in the centre should be checked 
for free working. The rotor arm should 
be a firm fit on the shaft, and should 
be free of cracks, dampness or other 
surface imperfections. The insulation 
of high-tension leads should be above 
any suspicion, and the leads themselves 
should be placed well away from any 
point of earth against which they 
might chafe. Finally, the plugs should 
be cleaned and checked, any signs of 
dampness being removed, and care 
taken to ensure that the insulation is 
not cracked or damaged. 

A screwdriver, a set of magneto

Over There 

NY tendency to regard American 
motorists and the American motor 
industry as being so satisfied with their 
high standard of motoring that they 
are content to rest on their laurels is 
dispelled by reading a little of their 
engineering activities. The notes 
appended are taken from a report of 
such activities in the April issue of the 
Journal of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers. There it is asserted that 
the increased outpwt of American en- 
gines is sought to give greater agility 
at normal driving speeds, for the sake of 
safety. This is equivalent to the well- 
known maxim, “Accelerate out of 


Tyre safety. 


trouble.” But as increased b.h.p. can- 
not help but increase maximum speed 
the American engineers are now legis- 
lating for 100 m.p.h. stock cars. 

Their attention is thus focused pri- 
marily on tyres and brakes, and a Fire- 
stone speaker at a recent convention 
had some interesting remarks to make 
on tyre safety at high speeds. The 
problem is, apparently, to get rid of the 
traction wave, which is “a standing 
wave in the tyre periphery which may 
extend half-way round the tyre.” The 
explanation of this wave is believed 
to be a throwing of the tread by cen- 
trifugal force just as it leaves the road, 
followed by the spring effect of the 
rubber pulling it back again. As with 
all wave motions, there is an oscillation 
back and forth for several cycles before 
the wave is finally damped out, which 
generates unwanted heat.

YRE manufacturers, said the Fire- 

stone technician, could make tyres 
showing very little traction wave at 100 
or even 110 m.p.h., with the help of 
improved materials and higher pres- 
sures, and a Goodrich scientist agreed 
on the value of increased inflation. He 
made two points: Tyres initially in- 
flated to different pressures built up to 
about the same pressure after operation 
at a given high speed; secondly, the

shorter the pressure build-up period 
the better the tyre will stand heat. 
During tests, tyres whose initial pres- 
sures were 24 and 30 lb per sq in were 
at 37 lb per sq in after 100 miles at 
100 m.p.h. The deflection of the tyres 
which were initially 30 1b per sq in was 
only half that of those which started at 
24 lb per sq in. A Goodyear scientist 
proposed the injection of about 4 oz of 
water into the tyre to take advantage 
of its additional vapour pressure during 
fast runs. 

All these tyre men refused to recom- 
mend high speed driving but agreed 
that if cars were capable of 100 m.p.h., 
then tyres must stand the speed. More- 
over, they pointed out, a safe tyre at 
100 m.p.h. is safer at normal speeds 
also.

S regards brakes, two Al-Fin ex- 
perts advocated their process of 
bonding finned aluminium drums to 
cast iron liners, the advantages of 
which are appreciated in this country. 
The aluminium has a high heat con- 
ductivity and the cast iron has a low 
rate of wear. There is a weight reduc- 
tion, and brake squeal is claimed to be 
eliminated. An interesting remark of 
the speakers was that in the 1952 Le 
Mans race, six out of the first ten cars 
used Al-Fin drums. One of the experts 
told a questioner that circumferential 
fins were efficient on drums mounted 
outside the wheels, but that radial fins 
were more efficient if the drums were 
inside the wheels. 

Aerodynamic stability is also worry- 
ing the Americans at very high speeds 
and two speakers emphasized the 
necessity of keeping the centre of pres- 
sure close to the centre of gravity.

O doubt similar conclusions have 
been reached in this country, but 

the Americans show an equally go- 
ahead outlook in other directions. 
True air conditioning, although expen- 
sive, exists for cars and great effort is 
being made to get the cost down from 
$500. Better plating techniques are 
being evolved to prevent corrosion, and 
powdered metal parts permitting con- 
trolled porosity are attracting a great 
deal of attention because of the lubri- 
cation permitted by the pores. Inside 
the car, the new synthetic upholstery 
fabrics will last the car’s lifetime. One 
of the interesting incidentals of the 
corrosion issue which was mentioned 
was that heavy rainfall and high 
humidity slow down corrosion of steel 
rather than accelerate it; probably, said 
the speaker, because water washes off 
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the corrosive chemicals. Amongst 
these, also incidentally, is nitric acid 
generated by lightning. 

The improvement of overhead-valve 
gear is another subject for research, but 
here the S.A.E. Journal becomes rather 
technical for this page. Anyway, it all 
goes to show that when America uses 
the expression, “It’s dynamic,” it 
means something.

Selling Tyres 
Pipes now there is a little trouble 
brewing on the subject of tyre 
sales, primarily as to whether tyres 
should be sold through garages or by 
specialist tyre dealers.

HIGHLIGHTS 
EXAMINATION

T is hard to define the exact reasons for the popularity 
of Le Mans, the event that is alleged to expand the 
population of the town of that name to something like 

eight times its usual size; perhaps it is the time of year, 
perhaps the length of the race; or could it be the cars and 
drivers, who provide a truly international spectacle? No 
doubt the major thrill for some people is to see action at high 
speed on the fast straights, or dicing round the many bends. 
There is also the pitwork, where skilled mechanics perform 
lightning feats, while some of the not-so-skilled show the 
lack of an efficient pit manager who knows what he wants 
and is determined to get it. 

It is not mere idle curiosity that reduces by half or even 
completely eliminates the amount of time spent in bed, and 
requires reinforcements for the local gendarmerie to cope 
with the streams of traffic to and from the circuit on all 
the practice days before the race itself takes place. Apart 
from all the thrills and excitement of the event, there is a 
lot that cannot be seen on the day of the race; items of 
technical interest and things that generally “make the car 
tick,” new features and ideas that are being tried out on new 
cars as well as modifications on well-known models to bring 
that little extra something out of the bag that was not there 
when the car was last seen—modifications that perhaps point 
to future developments which may be found in the pro- 
duction cars of tomorrow. The highlights of car design as 
seen at Le Mans in 1953 reflect some interesting features 
and some solutions to well-known design problems. 

It is well known that all race circuits do not impose the 
same conditions of loading and stress on the competing cars,

and that the length of the race can considerably affect the 
specification of the vehicles. For example, in this twenty- 
four-hour race the cars may be driven at racing speeds in 
a wide variety of conditions, hot midday summer sunshine, 
a low evening temperature and perhaps carly morning fog 
thrown in for good measure. Also it is a well-known fact 
that in order to win a race it is necessary to finish. While 
this means that the power unit must be absolutely reliable 
for the length of the race, it also means that the chassis 
components must stand up to the pace. It is no good

Now, a car is often considered to have a good streamlined 
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as quick pit stops, as distinct from purely acrodynamic 
requirements. The fuel tank arrangement on the cars is 
perhaps worthy of mention. To minimize the effect of 
change in weight distribution as the car consumes fuel the 
tanks are mounted, on each side of the body, well within the 
wheelbase; the supply to the engine is unusual, coming 
from the left tank only, the fuel filler being in the right 
tank, with a non-return valve between the two tanks, so that 
centrifugal force on right-hand bends causes the fuel to be 
thrown into the left tank, where it is trapped by the valve. 
The filler cap on the 1}-gallon extra oil tank is held in 
place magnetically. 

The news that Jaguars have done it again, as related in the 
race report in the June 19 issue of The Autocar, will no 
doubt cause the technically minded person to ask how the 
cars compare with those that have appeared at Le Mans in 
the past, particularly bearing in mind the increased speed at 
which the race took place compared with previous years. 
Basically, they are very similar to the successful 1951 cars, 
although several important modifications have been made, 
which brings us to the second very important feature about 
cars that are designed to stand up to the day of punishment 
at Le Mars. 

As well as needing a reliable high-performance power unit 
to make them go, they must also have first-class brakes in

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On the Alfa Romeo disco volante coupé cars the front 
brakes were conventional but a somewhat unusual arrange- 
ment of brake drum cooling was used. Instead of the 
normal arrangement of fins the drums were provided with 
helical vanes to increase the air flow and improve the cool- 
ing (a similar arrangement was used on the rear brakes on 
two of the Cunninghams). At the rear of the Alfas the de 
Dion suspension permits the use of inboard brakes, and, to 
increase the cooling, forward-facing ducts in the rear wings 
convey air down to the drums. Somewhat similar in shape 
to the rear brake air ducts on the Alfa was the air intake over 
the rear wheels of the Ferrari, although the purpose of this 
duct was rather different. It was arranged to cool the rear 
tyres rather than the brakes, air being forced the 
forward duct over the top of the wheel, where the velocity 
resulting from the wheel rotation is greatest, and out through 
a hole in the rear wing. 

Now, the Le Mans regulations permit the use of a small 
hole in the rear wings so that the driver can see if his rear 
tyres are wearing out (the Bristol was fitted with neat glass 
inspection plates), but the scrutineers could not be con- 
vinced that the holes in the Ferrari wings would enable the 
pilote to see the condition of the tyres without first getting 
out of the car, and anyway the hole was too large.

There are several factors involved, as apart 
from ensuring that the power unit gets as much air as it 
requires, air at the right temperature is also necessary. To 
obtain a high volumetric efficiency the air should be cool— 
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Cockpit ventilation on the Alfa Romeos was effected by means 

of small opening panels, inset in the side windows, and air 

outlets on the roof; signalling lights are mounted near 
the rear edge of the side window.

A transverse leaf spring was also used at the front of the 
Ferrari, shackled to a conventional! long and short wishbone 
suspension, while at the rear half-clliptic leaf springs were 
used, but in this application also the actual wheel movement 
was controlled by a system of trailing links. 

And so one could go on. Each car had at least one 
interesting and often unusual feature: the streamlined body 
of the Panhard, the disc brakes on the Renault, the power- 
unit position on the rear-engined Porsche. Then there are 
the cockpit layouts and driving positions, lumps of sponge 
rubber fixed to the roof on some of the closed cars, odd- 
shaped rubber-covered pads and blocks to help support the 
driver’s legs, instruments cowled to prevent reflections at 
night, facias finished in dull black, and very many other 
detail features suggested by experience. 

What lessons can the designer learn from Le Mans? A 
difficult question, perhaps, but a brief glance at some of the 
failures as well as at some of the successful cars may provide 
an answer. In the Alfa Romeo team there was no common 
fault—one car had piston trouble, another gear box faults, 
while with the third it was the rear axle. On the 4}-litre 
Ferrari it was the clutch which was working overtime to 
make up for worn-out brakes. Could it be that ineffective 
— had overstressed the transmission on the two Alfas as 
well? 

On the smaller cars the reduction of wind resistance no 
doubt played a large part in helping the Panhard to win on 
handicap . . . and the Jaguar had disc brakes.

SUPPRESSORS 


And the Interference Limiter 


[64971.]—In “eg! to letter [64944] on suppressors, may I 
say that Mr. H. E. Duft is quite correct in stating that they 
should be fitted as closely as possible to the source of inter- 
ference; any lead between this interference and the suppressor 
will act as a transmitting aerial. Great stress is laid on fitting 
suppressors in the distributor lead, but to do a 100 per cent 
job the plug leads, too, should be checked. 

I would, however, like to draw attention to the interference 
limiter in a television receiver; this is, as stated in its name, a 
limiter, and not a suppressor. It is a special circuit employed 
in all television receivers, and not one that can be bought 
separately to fit as an extra. Its function is to limit interference 
from appearing above “ peak white” level; there is no possible 
means of suppressing interference between black and “ peak 
white” in the receiver itself. W. E. Goopwin

RACE COMMENTARIES 
Speakers Should be Sited as Conveniently as Possib!e 


64973.|—I little suspected, when you published my letter 
64911], in which I suggested that the public address system at 
Silverstone could be with advantage moved nearer the public, 
that I should call down on myself the derision of your corres- 
pondent Mr. J. Jane [64943]. I most humbly confess that Mr. 
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Jane is correct; I am completely ignorant of the technicalities of 
public address systems. My knowledge is limited to the fact 
that somewhere on the circuit a person speaks into a small box- 
like piece of apparatus called a “mike” and his voice is then 
reproduced, albeit somewhat distorted, at distant parts of the 
circuit. In between times the said voice goes through into and 
around boxes of wires and valves. 

However, in all fairness I would suggest that, if I have little 
experience of public address problems, Mr. Jane has little experi- 
ence of the Silverstone circuit. It is quite incorrect to say that 
the problem of hearing the commentary operates only over a 
small percentage of time. The problem is there as soon as the 
end cars in the race are lapped. 

There is hardly a moment when a car is not approaching or 
passing a given point. I assume that, as a commentary 1s given 
throughout the race, it is the intention of the organizers that the 
commentary should be heard by as many as possible on the cir- 
cuit. If the commentary giving news of the progress of the race 
and details of retirements cannot be effectively heard, then it 
seems reasonable to ask if the system is sited as efficiently as 
possible. 

It might be more effective if the speakers were sited behind 

e crowd so that the sound of the commentary comes from the 
opposite direction to the sweetest of all sounds, the crackle of 
an exhaust! Possibly a member of the Antone company might 
like to comment on their difficulties?

FUEL CONSUMPTION 
The Results of Modifications 


[64974.}—It may interest owners of l}-litre Rileys to learn 
of a modification which I have just had carried out on my 
1950 model, and the results obtained. 

About 18 months ago I had a larger carburettor than stan- 
dard fitted, with a bored-out inlet pipe to suit. This has 
resulted in greater flexibility with some slight drop in petrol 
consumption. : , 

I have now had the compression ratio raised from the stan- 
dard 6.8 to 1 to 7.4 to 1; the head and inlet and exhaust 
ports have been cleaned up and polished, and the inlet and 
exhaust manifolds lined up; the carburettor and ignition have 
been adjusted to suit (Scintilla magneto). , 

I have just completed a tour through Belgium, Germany, 
Switzerland and France, totalling 1,905 miles, during which I 
used 53 gallons of petrol; this gives a consumption of 36 miles 
to the gallon. The oil consumption (Duckham’s Q5500) was 
only 3 pints. 

I wonder if Riley owners are troubled, as I am, with water 
leaking through the front windscreen and scuttle? In spite 
of correction—for which I had to pay—this still occurs. The 
amazing part is that the makers continue—I believe—to turn out 
the same design without any attempt to get over the difficulty.

Further Experiences 


[64975.]—In connection with recent correspondence about the 
petrol consumptien of the 14-litre Riley, the following figures 
may be of interest. Mine was purchased new in March, 1952, 
and I have kept an accurate record of all petrol used. _ 

Total consumption for 12,787 miles was 499 gallons, giving 
an averag: of 25.6 m.p.g. Other figures are: first 2,000 miles, 
27.8 m.p.g.; up to February (Pool), 25.7 m.p.g.; and from 
February (80 octane), 24.6 m.p.g. 

Taking into consideration, however, a gain in the speed- 
ometer trip of one-tenth of a mile every three miles, it would 
appear that the above figures should be reduced by approxi- 
mately 1 m.p.g. 

The carburettor needle has not been altered, but the mixture 
was slightly weakened when the change was made to higher 
octane petrol.

I own a drop-head coupé and, as with many coupés, vision 
through the rear window was distinctly restricted until, when 
fitting a new hood, I had the glass window replaced by a much 
larger one of Perspex. This gives a greatly improved field of 
vision and reversing is much facilitated 
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The hood, which is frequently put down, has been 
over 12 months and the window shows no signs of wear 

While on the subject of road safety I wonder whether 
sufficien: attention has been paid to careless parking. One often 
sees instances of vehicles left on narrow parts of main roads or 
near a bend. Should it not be an offence to leave a vehicle 
parked where it is a danger to moving traffic? 

There were two road traffic regulations in force in Bombay 
when I left there in 1948, which are worthy of consideration 
Cars, when parked in the road, must be parked with the near 
side against the kerb so that the vehicle ct side of 
the road when it is driven away. At roundabouts motorists were

which may easily attain a peak magnitude of 40 tons, or more, 
eo se in as a sporadic phenomenon, though not on every round 
ired, 

The most likely mechanism of these sporadic high pressures 
is that, with poor ignition, the propellant charge ignites locally, 
instead of over its whole surface. This gives rise to local areas 
of high pressure, which further enhance the rate of evolution 
of gas. As a result, longitudinal waves of pressure travel 
through the gun chamber, are reflected from the breech face, 
chamber walls and base of the shell and may give rise to gross 
over-pressures by “reinforcement.” This occurs when the 
peak amplitudes of two (or more) pressure waves coincide. The 
sporadic nature of gross over-pressures is owed to the fact that 
the probability of complete reinforcement is low, so that ihe 
phenomenon may be exhibited only in one round out of many, 
or even not at all. Even though over-pressures are of infre- 
quent occurrence, the danger always exists where irregular 
pressure-time curves are found. In developing a new cartridge 
for a gun, therefore, it is the rule to “clear” the ignition, 
especially at very low charge temperatures, by piezo-electric 
pressure-time recordings. 

It is submitted that the phenomena of knock in i.c. engines 
and in guns are closely allied, and that knock results from addi- 
tive reinforcement of longitudinal waves in the cylinder head, 
arising from local chain reactions. ‘The shape, also, of a cylinder 
head plus associated inlet and exhaust valve ports is less regular 
than that of a gun chamber, the latter being essentially a 
cylinder, which tapers at the forward end to give a lead into 
the rifled bore. Irregularity of cylinder head shape (as com- 
pared with a gun chamber) further enhances the chance of 
knock. Such inhibitors or partial suppressors of local chain- 
reactions as tetra-ethyl lead are analogous to the effect of the 
Otassium nitrate in the gunpowder, which substance is used 
or the ignition of the propellant charge in the gun chamber.

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DIESELS 
The Knock is Only Slight 


(64983.}—As a layman who has, however, had a diesel engine 
fitted into a car which is in everyday use, I venture to disagree 
with Mr. D. H. Smith [64961]. 

There is, I admit, a slight knock when idling. I rather like 
this noise, particularly in heavy traffic, as it indicates that the 
engine is still running and has not stalled. And what is meant 
by “the tempo of modern traffic”? In my experience much of 
the time on a journey, particularly through London, is spent 
in idling, and I prefer to idle the cheap way. My fuel consump- 
tion is reduced by two-thirds, and diesel fuel is ninepence cheaper 
per gallon. 

Performance, I agree, is reduced; up to 60 m.p.h. the reduc- 
tion is not noticeable, while a genuine 75 m.p.h. cruising speed 
for hours on end on good Continental roads, at well below the 
governed speed of the engine, makes the car most suitable for a 
holiday abroad. Statistically, my time between major overhauls 
is reduced, I believe, by two-thirds, and I am not so worried 
about fire.

hat should I have done without the gauge? My experience 
is surely a happy illustration of the value of these instruments, 
and should cause all concerned in this controversy to think 
deeply. 

I would feel as helpless without an oil gauge as would a 
doctor without means of diagnosing illness. I suspect that their 
opponents are callous men who could not care less whether their 
engines are sickening as long as they continue to work willingly 
When, at last, the inevitable death-rattle comes, such slave- 
drivers merely curse, consign their unhappy vehicles to the 
breaker’s yard and buy another without regret except for their 
pockets. 

It would be interesting to note whether it is generally the 
most reliable cars that omit this vital instrument or whether it 
is those that most need it, because they are cheap.

passers-by must, out of sheer 

curiosity, have stopped to investi- 
gate the cause of a more-or-less continuous 
squealing of tyres from 11 a.m. until 
nearly 5 p.m. It was, in fact, produced 
by the Lancia Motor Club which was host 
to, and entertaining extremely well, twelve 
“one-make” clubs, at its fifth annual 
inter-club driving tests. 

Competitors drove to the scrutineering, 
which began at 9.30, through a series of 
downpours. Mercifuily, however, the rain 
stopped just before the tests started, and 
the weather gradually improved all day. 
Each of the competing clubs was respon- 
sible for devising one test, so that there 
was a total of 12 tests. This full pro- 
gramme was handled excellently. Imme- 
diately after negotiating one test, cars 
moved off to the next; thus the 66 starters 
flower more or less continuously through 
them, interrupted only by lunch. 

Five tests were carried out by all com- 
petitors before the lunch stop. Of these, 
the one devised by the Lancia Club caused 
considerable bother. This was not sur- 
prising as the number of pylons illustrated 
in the programme differed substantially 
from the number actually used. It was 
felt that, in the more involved type of test, 
where, after all, driving skill is the im- 
portant factor, the navigational difficulties 
might have been reduced by painting an

HERE is no gainsaying the fact 

that Ferrari, that Italian dictator 

of a very fine motor racing stable, 
deserves his successes. Not only has 
he found the money, the time and the 
drivers to produce a team of formula 2 
cars for this season’s major races which 
has already scored two major victories 
in the first two premier Grand Prix 
races, and also to take a considerable 
part in the principal sports car events, 
but in between times he has already 
produced a prototype 2}-litre unsuper- 
charged version complying with the 
requirements of the new formula 1 
which comes into effect on January 1 
of next year. Admittedly, this is a 
development of this year’s cars; it is by 
no means certain that his actual team 
cars for next year will bear any resem- 
blance to it. But many features of it 
are quite new, and its reliability is 
demonstrated by the fact that the two 
cars of the type so far constructed came 
home very easily in the first two places 
of the Rouen G.P. last Sunday. 

Next year he will have to face strong 
opposition from Maserati and Mer- 
cedes, and possibly from Alfa Romee 
and Lancia, apart from the efforts of 
Gordini in France and the various 
British stables. But he has got a start, 
and all this development work must be 
carried out by all teams at some time; 
to leave it until] next year’s races is to 
leave it too late.

“THIS year, at Le Mans, there was for 

the first time an accurate check on the 
maximum speeds attained on the straight 
by the competing cars, an_ electrically 
timed kilometre stretch being used.
